As the 86-th Congress begins its work it is interesting to noise (as of^February Is-fcX 
-that-over ~4000~bil.ls~have been Tn*roduoed^5?"bhe House of Itepresentatives and over lOOO 
bills in -the Senate. A great many of -these bills propose legislation concerning veterans 
affairs, and cover about every conceivable subject matter wi-thin the meaning of the term* 
No attempt at this time will be made to analyze such legislative proposals in detail. 
Rather, we will discuss in g ener alities certain subjects and deal with specifics at a later 
time • 

The I960 Budget submitted to the Congress for the Veterans Administration is sub- 
stantially less than that of 1959 • It is very considerably less than the requests of the 
Veterans Administration* It is not possible to give much analysis to the budget at this 
time* A principal reduction is recommended in capital construction projects which will 
defer several needed projects© The effect, however, is to reduce the total bed capacity 
of Veteran Administration facilities* 

T 0 what extent this will mffect the current daily patient load is difficult to ap- 
praise, but it is certain to present problems in the future as waiting lists increase © 
Both hospitals in New Jersey have large waiting lists $ East Orange in particular, now 
has something over 300 waiting admission* 

There is a reduced amount provided for compensation and pensions* These catagories, 
however, are statutory requirements and must be met* Underestimates .in this area are pro- 
vided for by supplemental appropriations* 

The remaining reduction in funds requested is taken from the various administrative 

items of the budget* This includes General Operating Expense, Medical Administrations 

and Miscellaneous Expense, Hospital Care and Out-Fatient Care* This latter item covers 

clinical and home town medical care for service -connected disabilities* It could affect 

patients in the Trenton area, where the local V. A* Clinic was closed recently on the 

assurance that most cases would be handled on a home town doctor basis* ^

Such reduction in "forces must be done with care for once such trained and experienced em- 
ployees are separated from the service they are probably lost for good since the demand for 
these people in private employment is great and the pay rate much higher than the Federal 
Government scale* 

Probably one of the most important items in* which we have interest is consideration of 
So Res© 19 by Senator Morse and others© The resolution would establish a Veterans Committee 
in the Senate © We have sought such a committee since early days and we believe it of in- 
creasing importance now. Such a committee in the Senate working in coordination with the 
similar committee in the House would do much to expedite action upon important legislation* 



Too many House Bills .die in the Senate because they are lost in committees whose major in- 
terest is in other fields. 

We strongly recommend early and favorable consideration of H R 2874 by Mr« Haley of 
Florida*, This bill has a number of very important provisions t 

lo Increases the income ceilings for both disability and death pension 
cons ideration % 

2« Authorizes and recognizes waivers of private and .public retirements 
annuities to meet income limitations. 

This bill should be of interest to most of this Congressional Delegation since we 
know that a number of elder veterans relying on pension have been in communication with 
members of this delegation on this subject* 

The increase in the income ceilings would offset the recent increase in Social Security 
payments that was, in many instances, just enough to cause many veterans to exceed the 
current limitation and thereby lose their pensions* Such loss of pension for the older 
veteran is a real hardship© We do not need to elaborate for we are certain that most of 
you have knowledge of the condition* ^ 

Granting the right to waive certain portions of private or public retirement pay in / 
order to qualify for pension is merely a move to equalize the privilege among all eligible 
veterans a At present suoh waiver is authorized and recognized by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration for federal employees and beneficiaries under the Railroad Retirement laws* This 
bill would extend the privilege to State, c ounty and Municipal employees and to certain 
retirees of private employers.

As we have pointed out before, non-service connected cases have many ramifications and 
very often are inextricably commingled "with service connected disabilities© Income limita- 
tions effectively* pre elude any wholesale exploitations of pension benefits and the Veterans 
Administration has taken positive steps to check statements of inability to pay for hospital 
care* Violations of law are being prosecuted by Federal Attorneys * 

We would be most happy to discuss this question in detail with any member of the 
Congressional delegation who is not familiar with the subject • 

We have been assured that certain bills intending to equalize the benefits due World 
War II and Korean Action widows on the same basis as World War I widows will be introduced 
in the Congress* We favor such equalizations* 

We also favor granting to the Administrator of Veteran Affairs power to regulate inter - 
^ejadj rates on Loan Guarantee Mortgages in the same manner as authorized for F*H*A* loans © 

In other areas of interest we are strongly in support of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and particularly the head thereof, Mr o J* Edgar Hoover* We deplore the un-

-justified attacks upon Mr. Hoover and the Agency* 

We also emphatically support the Un-American Activities Committee of the House and urge 
its continuance as a most effective agency of the Congress* We believe that attacks upon 
this committee and moves to dissolve it are mainly inspired by persons of small mind or 
those having fear of exposure of questionable acts affecting their loyalty to this Republic* 
The powers of this committee need to be strengthened and not weakened* 

We' continue our well-established support of the McCarran-Walter Immigration Act and 
the principles therein contained. This legislation is the product of very extensive re- 
search and sound experience* There may be certain features of the act that are or should 
be of flexible application, but there are other strong provisions designed and intended to 
protect t his Country and its institutions as well as the stability of* its society* These 
provisions not only should be retained in the law, but should be strengthened as experience 
dictates * 

We favor extension of the Selective Service Aot for an additional four years* We 
believe however that the provisions of the law should be carefully reviewed in the light 
of experience and requirements* There appear to be inequities and restrictions that 
need to be corrected* 

We urge the serious and continued study of the, requirements of National Security* We 
cannot afford to err in providing for adequate National Defense* We believe, there fore*

MARTIN B. McKNEALLY 

Attorney^Martin B. McKneally, UU years old, was born in the picturesque and 
historical city of Newburgh, New York, on the shores of the Hudson River, sixty 
miles north of New York City, a second generation descendant of Irish immigrant 
stock. He graduated from the public schools of Newburgh and then, choosing law as 
his career, graduated first from Holy Cross College, Worcester, Massachusetts with 
a B. A. degree and then from the Law School of Fordham University with an L* L.B* 

On March 17., 19Ul, he entered military service and after basic training served 
with the .Field Artillery at Fort Bragg, N. C. After attending O.C.S., he was 
co mmissioned^ Second Lieutenant in September, 19h2, and served on the Staff of 
the Adjutant General of the Army and overseas on the Staff of Lieutenant General 
Robert C. Richardson, Commanding General, Mid Pacific Area. During this tour of 
duty he was promoted to the rank of Major. 

Shortly after his honorable discharge, Martin McKneally began his long, 
devoted work with The American Legion, joining the Judson P. Galloway Post No. 1$2 
of Newburgh, New York, where, in 1955, he was elect ed Post Commander. 

His activities in The American Legion have been diversified and varied with 
tJra greatest emphasis on Americanism and anti-Communism. At the 38th annual New 
York department Convention at Rochester, he was elected Department Commander, 
during which tenure of office his vigorous application to duties brought him not 
only New York State recognition as an eminent proponent of the cause of freedom, 
but national attention as \*ell.

Never one to hoard either his own time or efforts, he was elected President of 
the Board of Education of the City of Newburgh; This position has given him an 
opportunity to view youth problems at field level. He is a member of the Elk? 
and a member of the American Bar Association. 

Governor Nelson P. Rockefeller has recently appointed McKneally to the 
important New York State Defense Council, an eleven man high-level executive 
staff with Governor Rockefeller as chairman. This group would function as the 
New York State governing body if the disaster of war prevents the elected 
legislature from functioning. New YorK* State Civil Defense is under the juris- 
diction of this council. 

Basil 0*Connor, chairman of the National "March of Dimes" Polio Fund raising 
committee, last month appointed McKneally as New York State .chairman of the drive 
this year.

Of some interest is the fact that all of the .major studios 
claim they were not guilty of trying to promote the cultural exchange film 
program with the Soviet Union. They plead the fact that Eric Johnston 
entered into a unilateral agreement with the Soviet Government without 
I allowing the-major studios to know about it. The late John Foster Dulles 
JJ and President Eisenhower concurred in Johnston's agreement. The .major 
studios claim they, therefore, were bound by Johnstonts actions and could do 

1 nothing about it. They told the Legion, they .did not like the cultural exchange 
program not only because it would allow the spread of propaganda, but .additionally 
because the Soviet films are lousy. „ t 

As the matter now£tands ; the major movie studios haye 
requested The American Legion not to cause v any more bad publicity. They 
have specifically requested that the Legion table its resolution coming up at 
the National Convention in ^Minneapolis which would condemn the Hollywood 
group for being palliative in its attitude towards communism. 

The Legion has jnot agreed ^to withdraw its resolution, but 
has advised the movie group they would be receptive to a speaker appearing 
before the Americatnism Commission relative to explaining; this matter in 
greater detail. 

It is my personal opinion that no compromise will be made 
and that the resolution will go through as originally written by the State of 
California American Legion.

Gentlemen..* 

It is a privilege and an honor to appear before you to briefly discuss the 
status of our internal security and the sinister forces which threaten our survival* 

And I can think of no more appropriate forum for such a discussion than the 
Americanism Commission and Convention Committee of The American Legion — the 
historic and militant guardian of our most cherished freedoms. 

As you may have noticed, "Americanism" and "Patriotism" have become odius 
words in some circles today, It's "old-fashioned" to love your country, * REAL 
Americans must almost apologize for their patriotism! 

I want to stress that I am not an expert on internal security. You are the 
experts. Neither do I have political preferences, since the major parties are 
virtually indistinguishable in their goals and achievements. 

However, I am an observer of the Itfashington scene. And, like millions of 
Americans, I am disturbed over what*s going on. 

I am concerned over the withering away of our national pride. The creeping 
decadence that's plaguing high government levels and the screw-ball diplomacy 
marking our efforts to maintain the peace. 

As a newspaperman probing certain aspects of our security safeguards... I 
have arrived at these basic conclusions:^ 

1. A full-blown^ revitalized Communist conspiracy is firmly entrenched in the 
United States. 

2. . Americans — mired in an aura of apathy, stupidity and paternalism — 
are sitting ducks for an internal explosion. 

3. And. # .A sizable, influential segment of the pseudo-liberal press is WOT 
giving the public a "Fair Shake" in the presentation of vital news. 

I can't emphasize too strongly at this point that the vast majority of the 
men and women who make up Americans working press are efficient, dedicated and 
patriotic craftsmen to whom the truth-hungry public owes an everlasting debt of 
gratitude. There's no room in an eminently-ethical profession for a comparatively 
small but influential corps of self-appointed journalistic "messiahs" of phony 
liberalism who deliberately MISINFORM a trusting public. 

These conclusions, I*m sure, aren't surprising to realistic Americans who 
know, in their hearts, that the United States is in the twilight of her greatness. 
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But this malignancy didn*t just happen. We let it happen. We encouraged 
it... and we* re still encouraging it! 

We have been blind to the threat of subversion for an entire generation. We 
permitted, without a protest, the methodical entrenchment of home-grown Communists 
and pro-Communist eggheads in every level of government, every strata of society. 

They warped, twisted and obscured the truth. They villif ied all who 
questioned their loyalty. They peddled an atheistic philosophy that negates the 
God-fearing principles on lAiich the United States was founded. 

Through the years, these vermin gleefully pursued their course of destruction 
from within. They made desciples and they watched the gradual transformation in 
our governmental structure, waiting for the kill. 

The home-grown Communists — I can*t call them "American Communists" because 
there *s no such individual — did their job well. 

Our National wealth poured into an international grab-bag for the "have-not" 
countries around the world (we* re now borrowing billions to pay the interest on our 
colossal national debt). 

Our atomic secrets went to Moscow. Our morality crumbled. Our Republic 
became a "democracy". The United States became prey to the deadliest ruse in 
history: Divide and conquer. 

We approached World War II sublimely ignorant of the red conspiracy^ domestic 
strength. Fate and stupidity vied for control of our National destiny. Stupidity 
won.. ..hand down! 

Fate assigned Russia as our ally. Stupidity permitted Communist traitors to 
infiltrate £0 federal agencies and serve their Russian masters. Their treason was 
subsequently discovered, even in sensitive offices which handled wartime strategy. 

In this war of survival, you will recall, a gallant and battlewise general - 
the immortal George Patton - was halted in his crushing, victorious drive across 
Germany so the Soviets could take credit for the "capture" 'of an already-defeated 
enemy. 

As we are painfully a\*are, the Russians are still astride East Berlin... 
which may precipitate an atomic war with our former ally . 

The Communists draped their shadow of intrigue over Yalta. And in l°f>0 came 
the most disgraceful episode in American history - the tragic and abortive Korean 
War in which our troops were denied a victory! 

The White House itself supplied the tone of apathy for this bloody conflict, 
fought under the UN Flag. The President, Harry S. Truman - called it a "police 
action" . 

While Americans yawned, 1,600,000 raw, youthful GIs fought their hearts out 
against the brutal Communist enemy. And after the stalemate - a "cease fire" with

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no peace treaty - Uncle Sam surveyed the cost of the fiasco. 

11*2,000 battle casualties! 23,300 killed, 7,190 captured, $ 9 Q66 missing, 
6,113 "probable" atrocity victims of their bestial red captors. The loss in tax 
dollars totaled 18 billion* 

And uhat about the hundreds of heroic POWs still unaccounted-for and believed 
to be slaves of the Soviets and Chinese Communists? What are we doing to rescue 
them? 

Virtually nothing! The UN disclaims all responsibility for the "Police 
Action 11 * The Pentagon has presumed the missing men "dead". Five Congressional 
Committees have demanded their release. The Congress concurred* 

And President Eisenhower has declared: 

"How the United Nations can possibly disabuse itself of a feeling of 
responsibility in this matter, and retain its self respect, I wouldn't know. ♦ ." 

As for the heartbroken relatives of these American heroes, 1? Mothers have 
returned their missing sons* medals to the President. And they pray,.. and pray. 

This is the historical pattern of American Apathy, stupidity and lethargy as 
engineered by Marxist conspirators boring from within. But it's not the kind of 
history written by Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln or Monroe! 

These patriots, however, were "reactionaries" and "isolationists". They had a 
"queer" sense of loyalty to the beloved country they carved out of nothing. 

They believed in a supreme being and they "naively" refused to acknowledge 
that you* re WRONG when you're "RIGHT". 

Like the medical profession, they isolated America against contagion - the 
contagion of old world wars and intrigues. They reacted violently against the 
attempted colonization of this country by an aggressive foreign power* 

They couldn't afford the luxuries of APATHY (a type of living oblivion), 
STUPIDITY (the instrument of a fool) or PATERNALISM (fatherly care over indigent, 
parasitic nations). 

They proudly functioned under this "old-fashioned" precept... adopted by wise 
men who signed the Declaration of Independence: 

"With a firm reliance on the protection of Divine Providence, we mutually 
pledge to each other our lives, our fortunes and our sacred honor". 

On December 2, 1823, Monroe promulgated an epic doctrine which warned European 
Powers (including Russia) that intrusion into the Western Hemisphere* ... .meant war* 

He didn't use double-talk. He didn't appease* He didn't plead.., and he 
didn't court a "summit" conference. 

Monroe's bold action bespoke extreme bravery. The Union then boasted 2k 
impoverished states and less than 10 million rugged Americans who would 
unhesitatingly have died to preserve their* country 's honor, dignity and sovereignty* 
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Monroe pioneered in safeguarding not only internal security. • .but external 
security! * 

How Tar have we sunk in protecting our freedoms and ideals since the days of ^ 
the fifth President? 

Every issue of every newspaper tells the story. - 

We welcome, dignify and fraternize with Bolshevik murderers and insist that 
they inspect our atomic installations. Our honored guests head the deadliest 
conspiratorial combine in world history. 

They openly boast that 1*3, like one third of the world's peoples, will become 
their serfs. 

But we don*t wait for the enemy to come to us. High American officials are 
on a shuttle-run to the Kremlin, waving an olive branch and begging for 
"understanding" .

A relatively few newspapers painted Castro in his true lights a pro-Communist 
pawn of Moscow whose Red connections date back to the 192*8, bloody massacre in 
Bogata; a stooge of the Caribbean Reds, knee-deep in Communist associates, vocally 
and viciously anti-American and a menace to our internal security.

"This seemed particularly odd - indeed ironic <- in a field so intimately 
involved with freedom of speech and expression" * 

But Bailey shouldn*t get upset over a little matter involving lopsided news oh 
the ".liberal" side or preservation of press integrity .

Most controversial resolution was one involving pending Khrushchev 
visit. State Department had three representatives at convention who attempted 
to have this resolution squashed. One State representative (Anthony Merrill) 
called his superiors in Washington and requested that Vice President Nixon be 
warned of the resolution so that he would strongly bring out in his speech certain 
facts which would indicate this resolution unwise. This action brought up publicly 
before Foreign Relations Commission and bitter debate ensued. State Department 
representatives denied that Merrill had taken this action but later apologized 
admitting that Merrill had done this. This made State Department look bad in eyes 
of Legion. 

Strong resolution passed calling attention to danger of Fidel Castro 
government in Cuba. Legion calls for American public to be constantly alert to 
this danger. 

VICE PRESIDENT RICHARD M. NIXON: 

Vice President Nixon arrived at convention night of August 24, 
1959. He had breakfast with 20 top officials of the Legion, including myself, at 
6:30 AM, August 25. I afterwards accompanied him back to his suite, expressed the 
Director's regards and the fact that the Director, had specif icaUy instructed me to be 
of any possible assistance to the Vice President. He expressed appreciation and 
mentioned several times his high respect and close friendship for and with the 

I Director. The Vice President's speech went over exceptionflly well and there is no 
doubt but what he gained considerable prestige with the Legion resulting from his 
actions at the convention. 

Senator Lyndon Johnson also at convention. I had occasion to express j 
Director's respects while presiding over convention during time Johnson was on ( 
platform. Former President Harry Truman cancelled his appearance before \ 
convention at last minute.

Last week a woman speaking "before an Omaha group made the state- 
ment that the United States, has more juvenile delinquency than 
any other country in the world "but did not as far as I can learn 
give any supporting evidence. I am wondering if you have any 
figures or information uhich would, lead to this conclusion. 

I do not underestimate the problem of juvenile delinquency in 
this country and feel that* like weedsr our attack must be con- 
sistent and vigorous. On the other hand* I am often concerned 
about a tendency to overlook the tremendous strengths in this 
country and of ten what appear to be studied efforts to depreci- 
ate that which is American. 

It seems to me that comparative figures of juvenile delinquency 
would be difficult to establish for certainly what one country 
would call delinquency might, not be considered in such a light 
in another country. Then* too* I am inclined to question the 
extent of reporting and I .suppose, that we would have a right to 
assume that Iron Curtain Countries would not release any figures 
or information that would be derogatory in any way; I cannot 
conceive of the Eussians putting their worst foot forward as we 
seem to do. .

Dear Mr. Knudsen: 

My attention has been called to a newspaper item regarding a situation 
in which high school seniors preparing to enter your school were givea preUminary 
examinations. Among these tests was a series of topics on which t he stud ents 
could write themes. One of the suggested theme topics was 'What are the dangers 
to a democracy of a national police organization like the FBI which operates 
secretly and is unresponsive to public criticism?" 

As National Commander of the Ane rican Legion, I wish to emphatically 
protest the wording of the suggested theme topic on the FBI. I certainly do not 
object to the idea that students write about the FBI. This is a governmental 
agency which, like any other institution in a democratic society, should never 
be* immune from appraisal, discussion, or evaluation. However, I do object ;to 
the Innuendoes, false premises and downright untruths involved in the formulation 
of the question itself. If you will read this theme topic closely, you wiU notice 
that it categorically states that the FBI is (1) a national police organization; _ 
(2) that it operates, secretly; and, (3) is unresponsive to public criticism. I have 
had extremely close contacts with Mr. Hoover and the FBI both as a private 
individual and in my current position. I can state conclusively— as millions o£ 
other Americans can also— that these three premises are completely wrong. 

May I briefly illustrate for you. By no stretch of the imagination Is the 
FBI a national police organization. It is only one of many Federal investigative 
agencies. It operates under strict supervision of the Attorney General, the . 
President and the Congress. In fact, it has investigative jurisdiction over only 
some 150 Federal investigative matters. Mr. Hoover time after time has 
emphatically stated his objection to the creation of any Federal or national police. 
Mr-. Hoover's very life as Director of the FBI since 1924 is a testimonial of his 
belief in the validity of fraternal and voluntary cooperation of local, state and 
Federal law enforcement authorities. If you will take the time to study the FBI S 
operations, you will find that the FBI renders many cooperative services designed 
.hot to create a national police, but to promote local cooperation.

John Edgar Hoover ^ director of the Federal Bureau, of 

investigation, since 192*f , grew up in Washington and was grad- 

'uated from CentralTIHigh School in l9l3r vaMiptorian of his: 
class . He then studied Ia*j at? night at George Washington 
University, while working in the daytime at the Library of 
Congress. He gr&duated in 1917 and in the latter years he 
entered the United States Department of Justice. 

Hoover was appointed assistant director of the Bureau 
of Investigation in 1921, and seryed until he took over the 
directorship in 192 1 !*. At. that time the bureau was a "sloppy, 
demoralized"' agency.. Mr., Hoover soon converted it into one. 
of the most efficient law enforcement agencies in the world . 
He "began his reorganization by weeding out the incompetents 
and replacing them with qualified agents,.. Politics, was. eschewed 
and every appointee had to be of unimpeachable character ♦ Hew 
departments were, set up, and new scientific methods of crime 
detection were introduced. 

* Under Mr. Hoover's direction, many of the most notorious 
criminals in the history of the country have been killed or 
captured. The list includes. John Dillinger, Pretty Bob Floyd, 
and Baby Face Kelson, all killers. 



Probably no better tribute to Mr. Hoover's popularity 
with the "American public can be cited than the fact that at 
least fifteen colleges and universities have- awarded him 
honorary degrees, while his list of medals and awards is too 
numerous to mention. _ '

Sud- 
denly, after his, death, all concerning him was denounced and 
Stalin was no longer considered a;£ero # _ T . 

Communism began in the United States at a meeting of the 
Socialist Party in lyl9, in Chicago. Many party splits* occurred 
but finally the Communist Party, USA emerged., It then began 
working toward eventua.1 world conrunism by employing underground 
Party apparatus and the above-ground apparatus of the Workers. 
Party. Party membership is broken into general areas* "open" 
party members, concealed members, supporters or fellow travels 



ers and sympathizers,, .opportunists, and dupes. Claiming that 
the Party is libera^ progressive, works, for social reform, be- 
lieves in democracy, and that members a£§ lOJ^al Americans, new 
member s* are gained every day. 

There, are many reasons why people become communists, and 
3ust as many reasons force them, to break with communism. Among 
^^^2ES^^ & .9 XX ^ *$9V peaking ar e ^the. inability to live a r normal 
life, discrepancy between Parjry practices and claims*, communist 
opposition to religion, fear of the FBI, fear of personal safety, 
and fear of not being received as a lofral American. 

Organizational structure is like a pyramid with the nat- 
ional headquarters at the top followed by the various: commiss- 
ionafnspeoial organisations and frorjt groups* The bottpm level 
includes district organizations and various county, city, section, 
v and club setups • When a member joihs he must still be constant- 
ly indoctrinated. First, he goes back to school, is given home 
work, and required to buy and read party literature. ISven arji # 
or sculpture must be evaluated according to Par£y principle* 
-All these prqeeeses. of education are supplemented by psttty dis- 
cipline, a discipline that enforces uniformity and ensures Party 
% su^remecy. All members are urged to spy on comrades. an4 report 
their findings, to the leaders.. Howeyer, it is not a wise prac- 
tice to report a comrade who" is in a higher position tha£ the 
reporter. 

Ihe communists have worked for many years to pesfect thfeir 
strategy and tactics; The media* of mass agitation involves 
campaigns concerning court cases, pilgrimages, encampments, 



picket lines, and sallies. -Infiltration i's the second method 
whereby Party members move into other organizations so they 
jnay exercise inf luence £o? cb^unism. Front organizations are 
setup to collect money, sponsor rallies, and issue literature. 
At a point of weakness, minority groups are infiltrated arid 
.offered enticing aids to champion their causes. The underground 
■^is^-jr.esponsi'bXe^^px^ most,,of the, sabotage, and espionage. All of 
these actions, help to weaken the foundation of our democracy.. 

I believe the most important part of the book concerns 
what we can do to counteract communism.^ These actions are part 
of our duty to our country: (1) Make sure we do not permiifc the 
communists to fool us into becoMng innocent victims, (2) Help 
by spotting r exposing, or opposing communist efforts to In- 
filtrate organizations, and (3) Help to expose and prevent at-U 
tempts at espionage, sabotage, and other types of subversive 
activity. We must, as responsible citizens, fight against the 
five special areas of communism:: idealogogical study ^ youth 
training ^ action, positive vocabulary, aand faith. They have 
no basis for the claims they ;make^:^Bjr careful help and action, 
we WILL , continue to live in the greatest, freest, country in 
any civilization! 
EVALUATION 

For all serious citizens, Masters of Deceit is a necessity. 
It clarifies connrunism and the very real threat it is to our 
society. Through example and defiriition, Mr. Hoover incites 
action among Americans ta fight the menace. Iter the survival 
of freedom, I urge every *Ame?jicaii to readl this bdiok and join 
with me to help combat the communist effort.

This book is about what, and how the. Communist Party is attempting to- bring 
America to its knees*. It is the story of Commissi in America and how to fight 
it., r. feel that the book was written to infrom the American public rather than 
entertain them, T also feel that Mr, Hoover- as succeeded in expressing his view 
points, on the subject,^ as well as compiling a great deal of facts and figures to 
support his statements^ 

This type of book is very hard to report on, so I will attempt: to make my 
analysis in the following manner,. The book is watt en in seven parts, I will 
list all seven .and remark on each, 

T, Who is your enemy? How do you know that, your next door neighbor is 
noUyour greatest enemy?. You don l t„ In this part of his book J. Edgar Hoover 
has pointed out that the Co^munista are very sly and unigue in their maneuvers* 
But then again he states that you yourself could be a mortal danger to your 
country., If you as Mr, Citizen sit back and let the trend move in wiihout any 
opposition it will prove to be no ones fault but your own if you are forced to 
li#e under a dictatorship^ It is the so-called American citizens ftho* sit on 
their ihnomihate bone and cast remarks every which way who will be to blamev 

2#. How Communism began.* Most of us know that the principle of communism 
is not new,. But, it is the modern "science of 1-Iarxism-Leninism" that is the 
threat to our society. Marx proclaimed, that communism represented the nev 
"synthesis" of the capitalist-proletariat struggle and J>he apex of all history. 
A*b this point, said Marx, conflict would now cease, although again, he does not 
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say why.. This new world would ba the "perfect" and "final# societyr stateless^ 
classless, godless, where all property used in production would be held in common 
and human activities would conform to the principle "from each according to his 
abilities, to each according to his needs*"* This what the modern communist 
society is hoping to achieve. 

3V The Communist appeal in the United States, The Party l s objective is 
to drive a wedge, however slight, into as many minds as possible. That is why, 
in every conceivable, way, communists try to poison our thinking about the issues 
of the day: s social reforms, peace, politics, veterans 1 , womens 1 , and youth, pro- 
blems*. The more peole they can influence, the stronger they will be- The 
communist appeal in the United States is any way in which the party members can 
sway an American to his way of thinking. 

U* Life in the Party*. Life in the Party is very strenous and tiring.. 
You are on the go all the tiae. You may live in your home with your family, tart 
you are always on the alert and have to be ready to reply to any sort of doings* 
There are party meetings that have to be attended and your salary has to be used 
to pay for secret missions of your comrades* Your* life is everybodys 1 except 
your own in the communist party. Of course if you happen to be up in ihe rank 
of the Party you can draw a salary and live very comfortable., It is the people 
that are very trust-worthy that are appointed to these positions*. 

5. The communist trojan horse, in action* The Communist Party USA, is 
a weapon of attack, not only for the day of revelution but for now* To each 
party leader every day is a day of preparation and dress rehearsal for the day 
when they hop to come to power. The success of the communist mission depends on 
capturing the enemy's strong-hold from within. Like the Trojan Horse the 
communists have to be ready and able to move whenever the time presents itself. 

6. The communist underground. The underground works very silently and 
effectively*. The people who work in the underground are completely changed. 
Their identification is switched, their birthmarks are removed, and thy gain 
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or lose weight.. Leaderships of the may groups arranges the secret meetings.. Plans 
all of the party's movements for the next week,. The work of th party is very 
precise ♦ Every movement is noted and executed with caution. 

7., Conclusion.. In the conclusion the author talks .about the outlook of 

Communists 1 on religion.. The Communists speak of the inconsistencies of 
Christians. They say that as long- as there is a communist state that the^ 
attempt to over throw the democracy in the would will continue* 
In the 1st part of the book, Mr. Hoover as summerized the doings of the communist 
pasty and has made a plea to the American people to stand on their own two feet 
and fight this ^aggressor. 

It is 1 a very good book, and I would, recommend it to anyone wishing to

restricted to adults only.

- "The- 42nd. Rational Convention of The American Region is 
scheduled to be held in Miami Beach on October 15 to 20. It was 
learned recently that the Forty, and-Eighfr organization had applied 
to the City Council of Miami Beach for a permit to hold a parade 
in that city on Friday, October 21. I explained to Mr. Morris N; 
Lipp, the city manager of Miami Beach, that the-granting of ^suca 
a permit would be offensive to The American Legion. This is so 
because the identification of the Forty and Eight with The Ameri- 
can Legion would thereby be x achieved and a misunderstanding of 
the relationship which exists between The American Legion and the 
Forty and Eight organization would'be created in the mind of the 
public. 

"The Forty and Eight organization has done nothing to rid 
itself of the illegality in its Constitution whereby its membership is 
restricted to members of the white race. The American Legion can- 
not permit itself to be associated with such illegality. I .explained 
further to Mr. Lipp that while The American Legion will neither 
dictate to nor bring pressure upon local authorities in connection 
with its Convention, it would, however, be- necessary to move the 
Convention from the City of Miami Beach if the permission were 
granted to the Fortjr and Eight.

Plans for the Promenade Ra- 
tionale have all been changed. 

Now the Promenade will be held 
in the city of Miami. Sessions will 
take place in the beautiful Munici- 
pal Auditorium of the city of Mi- 
ami. Voituse Nationale Headquar- 
ters will be in the Everglades 
Hotel. Committee meetings will be 
held in the Everglades Hotel. 

The dates are the same^-Thurs- 
day, October 20; Friday, October 
21 j and Saturday, October 22. 

And there will be a parade! The 
march will step off in the city of 
Miami at eight o'clock the night of 
Friday^October21r — - - ; 

The parade was the reason for 
all this change. The American Le- 
gion fold Miami Beach that there 
must be no Forty and Eight pa- 
rade, even if the Voyageurs didn't 
march until the Legion's National 
Convention was over. In fact, the 
National Commander told the city 
fathers of Miami Beach that if the 
Forty and Eight were granted a 
parade permit The American Le- 
gion would hold its convention 
elsewhere. So La Societe's request 



for a parade permit was turned 
down. 

At first it was thought that the 
Promenade Nationale could be held 
in Bai Harbor, a community just 
outside of Miami Beach where the 
Promenade Nationale hotel was lo- 
cated. However, the city of Miami 
seemed to offer more adequate -fa- 
cilities and seemed happy to have 
the Forty and Eight, so the Prome- 
nade Nationale was moved from 
out on the ocean beach to down-, 
town Miami, 

The big Miami hotels will have 
welcome signs out. for Voyageurs. 
iMilitair^ and-wUi-offer^rates-that; 
will mean important savings for 
Voyageurs and Legionnaires who 
stay there. Those attending ,the 
National Convention of The Amer- 
ican Legion, October 15 to* 20, in 
Miami Beach, can enjoy the econ- 
omy of the Miami hotels and get 
out to the Beach swiftly across the 
causeways. The city of Miami, of 
course, has fine eating places, top 
entertainment and everything else 
to assure the comfort and pleasure 
of visitors. 

Registration for the Promenade 
Nationale will open in the Ever- 
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glades Hotel on Wednesday morn- 
^ng^Oet^ber-tlO^nd^wiil' continue 
all day. That night at nine o'clock 
the Gheminots Nationaux 1960 will 
assemble in the Everglades for 
their pre-Promenade session. 

The next morning, Thursday, Oc- 
tober 2& ? committee meetings will 
begin, with meeting of the commit- 
tees on Permanent Organization, 
Credentials and Rules and Order 
scheduled to meet in the Ever- 
glades at ten o'clock. 

That afternoon at three o'clock, 
Chef de Ohemin de Fer John M. 
Hobble will swing his gavel m the 
Municipal Auditorium and the 41st 
Promenade Nationals will bejn.ses^ 
sion.

Mr. DeLoach does not feel that this idea is practical since only 
three Legion Departments have this plan in preliminary stages. If adopted, we 
will receive a great volume of information which might appear suspicious to the 
individual intercepting the message because of his personal inability to under- 
sand it; however, in reality, it may be two young amateurs engaging in play, , 
The Bureau, having no jurisdiction in message transmission, would only refer 
these messages to the Federal Communications Commission as we are not in 
a position to monitor airwaves. Based on past experience, it is not felt 
that any valuable information would be obtained through this source as it is 
not a practice of a sender of clandestine messages to provide his call letters. 
The recipient of a clandestine message would know in advance the time, date, and 
frequency of the expected transmission; therefore, unless call letters were 
mentioned, the location of the sender or of the intended recipient would be 
unknown and could not be intercepted by FCC monitoring facilities unless FCC 
had some advance indication of the time, date and frequency message would be 
transmitted. In such cases, FCC still could not identify the recipient in the 
U. S. For these reasons, it is not felt that any further action is necessary \: , 
on this suggestion. 



RECOMMENDATION : That no further action be taken with regard to this matter. 

Upon approval, no further action is necessary since 
SA Smith has previously been thanked by letter from the Director for making 
this suggestion.
